(l)  Procedure  for  inspection  of  ships  for  rats. 


If  any  ships  were  to  arrive  from  foreign  ports,  their 
masters  would  he  asked  if  there  was  evidence  of  the  presence 
of  or  undue  mortality  in  rats*  The  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  Rodent  Operator  would  make  any  necessary  inspections. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  the  Bacteriological  or  Pathological 

examination  of  rodents,  with  special  reference  to  rodent 
plague,  including  the  number  of  rodents  sent  for  examination 
during  the  year. 

These  examinations  would  be  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service,  7,  Dix’s  Pie Id,  Bxeter.  ffone 
have  been  sent.
